Abour four of the clock in the afternoon, as people were coming 
from the Churchygreat ſparklings,an 1 il[uftrious Rays were ie-n co 
deſcend from the Firwament and tmmediarly afrer a grear ſheer or 
fleak of Fire appeared, which ar the Jaſt flew quire down the 
Town,to the gn of the Crowngwhere ir center'd,burnr, and extin« 
guiſied, A ſad Omen for theſe that ſhall aſnme the Royal Dignity 
without eAntboruy, 


In a word the next Prodigie that we hall here infift upon is, a+ 
nocher Exhaliaton inthe Air as full of wonder as admiration) as c- 
videncly appeat$»by the cefiimony given by the York ſhire Carriers, 
Vho afhrm;thar abont the beginning of chis monerh rwo FieryPil- 
hars were viſible ſeen ar Noon-ay over Marfon Moor,abour five 
miles trom che Ciry of Tork; the brightneſs whereof ex:ended as 
far as Wakefield, Weatherby, Pontefralt, Sandwich, Doncaſter, Leeds, 
Hallifax,and divers other places ; and berween rheſe rwo Pillars 
intervened ſeveral armed Troops and Companies in Bartail array, 
preſenting each other wich ſeveral Vollies, and after ſome Diſpure;

It is obſervable , That nor long after this Wender from Heaven , bad pre-" 
ſented it ſelfto the Inhabitants of the Earth , bur a bright Star of a greac w 
nirude, was ſcen.glitrering and ſparkling up and down, even like umothat im 
the Weſt ; whoſe Luſtre was of ſo large au Extent, and appeared ſo conſpicu-; 
"us, That although the Air was dark, yet bright and ſerene were the glorious 
Rays which ſtreamed forth by its great ſplendor, as if the Heavens received all 
its Screnes from its illuſtrious influences. This Star was ſeen for the ſpace of

By ſeveral perfons of worth 
was centified, That about the ___ of this Monetb,great Apparitions 
and igns and Lightniags of Fire were ſeen in the Air ; anda 
bros, No ire,ahour the bigneſs of an ordinary Sheer, were fecn at the 
Marker. Towh of Litrerworth in Leiceſterfhire,raking irs flight towards Corbich 
Greunds,where it deſcended to the Farth,and immediatly c#inguiſhed, withour 
doing ang barns ; zl hovglr many hundreds of the Countrey People beheld rbe 
ſame;ro their great wonder and aftonifhment.
